'"CONVICTIONS" IN JANUARY 


Some recent figures for the country, 


released by the Washington Prohibi- 
tion Bureau, make a clear picture of 
prohibition failure although- they were 
given out rather jubilantly and with 
such pride that Director Woodcock 
declared them "unprecedented" and of- 
fered sincere congratulations "to ev- 
eryone in the bureau." 


The figures cover the month of Jan- 


uary* alone and establish that during 
that month the enormous total of 6,- 
052 convictions had been obtained for 
violations of the Volstead- Act. A lit- 
tie investigation into these, figures, and 
after the hurrahing and the congratu- 
lations have died down, shows us that 
the word "conviction," while it may- 
have been used in a technically cor- 
rect sense, covered 5830 pleas of guilty 
and that only 222 of such" convictions 
were secured by jury verdict 


So we find that the splendid record 


of the. prohibition bureau is about 95 


- per cent the result of the good graces 


or the willing manners of the accused 
persons. This raises the interesting 
question, and a staggering one too, of 
what would happen with the machin- 
ery of our federal courts today if these 
defendants who are brought in by dry 
sleuths should-get it into their heads to 
lav\back their ears like a mule and 
balk. 


In the state of New York alone— 


although New York .is a cardinal of- 
fender—the federal prosecutor declared 
that bargains had to be made with de- 
fendants for pleas of guilty by giving 
them a mere fine and that the fine had 
to be" less than what they were used to 
paying for regular saloon licenses, and 
this course was necessary because each 
month's batch of arrests would take 
the courts there a year to try were the 
regular jury to be insisted upon. 


So the result is something like this: 


The drys are satisfied so long as a. 
number of arrests are made; the ar- 
rested persons are satisfied so long as 
they escape with a fine less than a li- 
cense fee and may hurry back to their 
bars; but the law is openly violated 
and therefore the government is in a 


, worse position than ever, financially 


and spiritually, yet may look itself in 
the eye through the mirror back of 
the bar in any speakeasy and declare, 
"By cracky! the law must be obeyed." 


As a matter of clear fact our fed- 


eral courts today are only function- 
ing at all because prohibition raids 
are held down to a-minimum. If, as is 
not unlikely, speakeasy proprietors 
form themselves into a defensive as- 
sociation and stand trial the federal 
courts will practically close up like a 
jack-knife. 


So long af, the government knows 


that if raids are speeded up the courts 
will be clogged, and in fact trembles 
lest all arrested persons stand trial, 
what is it going to do about it? Let 
tJS refer to Mr. Buckner, a federal pros- 
ecutor, who declared that, if the de- 
fendants now being arrested would 
stand jury trial, at the end of one 
year's arrests the courts would have 
eleven years work ahead of then. 
Therefore at the end of ten years thev 
would be just a century behind, which 
would mean that an offender would 
have to live quite a while past "three 
score years and ten"' before going to 
trial. And where wou!d the witnesses 
be then? 


Already in our congested areas the 


courts are in the hands of the bootleg- 
gers and are only permitted to run be- 
cause Ihe terms they offer the boot- 
leggers make it possible for them to 
get back to their speakeasies with but 
little loss of time.
